years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 


quarter-section alongside his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties.—Mus: reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six month 
in each of six years from date o! 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to carn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each ol 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect. a house worth $300.00.

CANADA’S PULPWOOD 


| Discussed in a Recent Bulletin of the 
Forestry Branch 


Ever since the Province @f Quebec 
forbade the export of pulpwood cut 
(from Crown lands, considerable in- 
terest has been taken in the question 
as to how the price of pulpwosod would 
be affected. A leading paper trade 
periodical estimated that the price 
of pulpwood had advanced — one 
dollar per — cord. This is cor- 
voborated by the bulletin on pulp- 
wood lately compiled by tne Forestry 
Branch of the Department of the In- 
terior. According to this bulletin, the 
average price ot pulpwood in Quebec 
provinee during 111 was highcr by 
ninety-seven cents than during 1919, 
In Ontario the price actually» fell 
twenty cents per cord, While in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick increases 
of twenty-nine and twenty-two cents 
respectively are anounced. A ques- 
tion that is just begining to come in- 
to notice in the Dominion is the utill- 
zation of sawmill waste as meterial 
for pulpmaking. A very small quan- 
tity of such waste is so utilized by 
three firms which own both sawmills 
and pulpeiills.

CG. Macintosh of the Canadian 
Pacifie railway was murdered at 
4.10 o'clock on Wednesday — night.

Calgary. 

MacIntosh was found lying in’ the 
shadow of some box cars five min- 
utes after the shooting, unconscious, 
with his revolver still tigntly clasp- 
ed ig his right hand. The weapon 
was loaded, but not a bullet had 
heen fired, 

The unfortunate man died without 
recovering Comsciousness just as he 
was taken from the elevator to the 
sperating room of the Calgary Gen- 
ral hospital. Absolutely no clew 
o the identity of the cold blooded 
nurderers has been — discovered, 
hough the city police and the 
Mounted Police, aided by the Cana- 
lian Pacific plain clot&es force and 
Vinkerton detectives attending the 
Stampede are all) working on the 
ase. 

Maclaotosh was 25 years old and 
nad only been in this country about 
a year. He has a wife and two 
hildren residing in Sutherlandshire, 
in north of Isngland. He was a cousin 
f Sergeant R. A. McLeod of the 
vcal police force, and a_brother-in- 
‘aw of Donald MelXay, house police- 
nan for the King George hotel. 

So far ‘as the police have been 
thle to ascertain, there were no 
witnesses to the murder except the 
oboes who perpetrated the crime. 
Che drag net has been thrown out, 
ind the police are gathering in all 
‘uspicious characters in the hope 
hat there were several in the gang 
that did the shooting. Messages 
vere immediately sent to all cities 
vithin a radius of many miles of 
Calgary, asking that all trains be 
searched and = suspicious characters 
held in custody.

Harrison & Foster's ambu- 
lance also was called, and the dying 
man was hastended to the hospital. 
but ewpired before he could be placed 
on the operating table.

Moved by Councillors Botterill and 
Botsford, that whereas complaints 
have been made to the Council that 
the night operator in the telephone 
central has been found asleep and re- 
fusing to answer telephone calls, this 
Council therefore must insist on bet- 
ter night service, not only for the 
convenierce of citizens but for fire 
protection also.

Watson had informed him the water 
pipes were gradually filling up with 
sediment, and unless they were wash- 
ed out they would soon be filled up 
completely. The blind ends of the 
service were the worst, as there was 
no outlet. He thought it would be 
well to open up the blind ends of the 
water system and have the pipes 
blown out.
